point the District Magistrate arrived, and under his instructions the police — - 


c'iarged and dispersed the mob, which disappeared on the arrival of reinforce= 
ments of armed police. No serious injuries appear to have been caused in 
this charge. 

The second stage was the attack on the police reinforcements which - 


were summoned from the reserve lines to assist the thana police. The first - 


body of police that left the lines comprised 20 unarmed constables carrying 
lathis. They were at once met by a big crowd which attacked them with 
stones and lathts and foréed them to take refuge in a police barrack until the. 
armed police arrived. The armed police congisted of 25 constables in small 
detachments under luspecior Gould and Serdeant Day. They were met by a 
threatening crowd which refused to disperse and attacked with a shower of 
stones. A certain number of shots were fired—the District Magistrate 
estimates between 5 and 10—and the mob dispersed. His Excellency in 
Council accepts the conclusion of the District Magistrate that no order to 
fire was given but only an order to charge, and that a small number of armed 
police lost their heads and fired in the excitement of the moment A 
considerable proportion of the armed force were men with comparatively 
short period of service ; they were surrounded by a threatening mob many 
times their number ; and were faced with a shower of stones while some of 


their number had received very serious injuries. The Governor in Council - 


regrets that their discipline was not sufficiently strong to prevent firing 
without orders, but he recognises that the circumstances in which they were 
placed were sufficient to try the discipline of much more seasoned men. 


Eight men have been convicted for participation in the original attack 
upon the police and on the thana and have been sentenced to six months, 
rigorous imprisonment under section 147, I.P.C. and ordered under section 
Had = to execute bonds to keep the peace for one year after their release 
rom Jail.

The opening the enquiry was proclaimed by beat of drum, inviting all wino 
had any knowledge of the occurrence to appear and give evidence. On the 
Ilth « second proclamation was made stating that the enqairy would close 
eon the 12th unless the examination of witnesses uppearing on the 12th could 
-not be completed.. Special notices were served on some members of the 
* pablic as I was told they might be able to-give uaefal evidence. 

- Of the 83 witnesses examined all except 8 were public servants and of 
the 8 witnesses who wére not in Government employ only 2 witnesses gave 
evidence on material points. I attribute the failure of the public to come for- 
ward and give evidence to three reasons. First that the men who knew most 
about the occurrence were actually concerned in the occurrence and could 
not give evidence without incriminating themselves. Second that some of 

_ the men who might have given evidence are non-co-operators and abstained 
for this reason, ¢g., the volunteer leaders who tried to turn back the crowd 
from the south. ‘Third an application had been sent to Government for the 
appointment of a mixed committee of enquiry and people may have been 
dissuuded from coming forward. A pleader who said he was watching my 
enquiry on behalf of the public stated that witnesses would not come 
forward unless a mixed committee were appointed. Ata later stage of the 
enquiry he anuotinced that as theamajority of the members of the bar were 
of opinion that no member of the bar should watch the enquiry he 
retired in deference to their opinion. . 

From the evidence adduced before me and from what I saw with my own 

eyes I believe that what occurred was as follows :— 

At about 9-20 P.M. 6n the evening of the 4th November Mr. Larkin, ~ 
Assistant Magistrate, and Mr. Kelly, Assistant Superintendent of Police, 
hearing a noice on the maidan went out to see what was happening. On 
the maidan they separated, Mr. Larkin going to the left along the tram lines 
and Mr. Kelly to the right by the ceutral road. Mr. Kelly had received 
orders from the Saperintendent of Police to have 30 unarmed constables 
at Howrah thana to see that people went home quietly after the meeting - 
and was on his way to the thana to carry gut this order. On the maidan 
Mr. Kelly met a large party of volunteers and others. They were shouting 
and he asked them to move on but they crowded round him. The leader of 
the volunteers came up and asked what was the matter. Mr. Kelly told him 
that nowsthe meeting was over the crowd should disperse. He agreed and 
walked down the road towards the thana with Mr. Kelly. At the junction 
of Avenne Road and Grand ‘trunk Road Mr. Kelly and the volunteer leader 
met Mr. Larkin who had come round more quickly by a longer route and two 
sergeants and another conversation with the leader of the volunteers took 
place. The leader spoke to the crowd and they began to move off towards 
the north. While this conversation was going on the Deputy Superinten- 
dent of Police, another sergeant and some constables with datAts came up. 
Just after the first crowd began to move off a second crowd came shouting 
from the south from the direction of Sibpur.

he was again attacked and had to run into a lane and stay there some 
~ minutes. He then came out and went on and caught ap Inspector 
Gould and his purty. Inspector Gould had come out of Mrs. Kearley’s 
compound on’ the arrival of some armed constables and had collected about 
20armed men. Inspector Gould found the way blocked by a big crowd. 
He ordered them to disperse bat the reply was a shower of stones. — 
* Inspector Goald then gave the order charge. A general fight took place 
and several shots were fired by coustables without orders. Inspector Gould 
states emphatically that be gave no order to fire. Of the 21 constables 
examined who took part in the fight 10 men say that the order given was 
“charge”, 6 men say that the order wag “ charge—load—tire”, 2 men say 
that the order was * loud—tire ”, 2 men say “ charge—tire” and 1 man says 
“unloud—fire”. On the evidence I believe that the only order given was 
charge and that in the fight some constables lost their heads and fired. 
Inspector Gould,an old soldier—is unlikely to have given an order “ charge— 
load—fire “. One constable died in .bospital as the result of the injuries 
received in the fight. he Civil Surgeon held post-mortem and extracted a 
pellet from the brain and reported that death was due to“ injuries to the 
brain due to gun shot”. I[ sent the pellet received from the Civil Surgeon 
for examination by the Superintendent. Ammunition Factory, Dam Dum, 
who was of opinion that the pellet wasa buckshot, but could not give any 
opinion as to what weapon it was fired from. There is no evidence that the 
crowd were in possession of fire-arms, and in these circumstances it must be 
presumed that the pellet was one of the buckshot fired by the police. Two 
ef the civil police to whom rifles were issued at the lines received serious 
injuries and had their rifles taken from them by the crowd. I examined 
them in hospital at the close of the enquiry. Both received many latht 
blows wud one had his arm broken by a dathi. Another unarmed constable 
was stabbed and beaten with latias. These three men appear to have receiv- 
ed their injuries before the more serious fight began. In the fight 7 
constables: were struck by stones and received blows from lathis, but their 
injuries were not serious. It is difficult to ascertain accurately the number 
of shots fired by the police. Mr. Kelly on checking the ammunition at the 
limes: found 19 rounds not returned. This figure gives the maximum of 
‘possible shots fired, but as Sergeant Day found 3 rounds next day on the 
seene ef the firing it is extremely possible that other rounds were dropped 
and not picked up. , pt 
Inspector Gould was of opinion that about 6 shots were fired. and 
Mr. Nicholson, who lives in Mrs. Kéarley’s house opposite which the fight 
took place and who watched the occurrence from a window,-estimates the 
number at 5 or 6. It.would, however, be very difficult for a witness to give 
an accurate estimate on this point. Three constables admit that they fired 
l shot each and 22 armed men took part in spe fight. On the evidence it is 
_ probable that between 5 and 10 shots were fired and the remaining cartridges 
dropped on the road, As to the casualties of the rioters no evidence was 
roduced before me. When the Superintendent of Police and I visited the 
| e fight no injured were found. Mr. Nicholson says that after the 
d off he saw a body in white clothes lying in the road and

_, funerals were held by volunteers at which it was said the men had pete 
* killed by the police; but no report of their death was given to any official | 
¢ cause of death cannot be ascertained with certainty, Six men with = — 
ot wounds Were admitted into a Calcutta hospital, of whom two have — 
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been arrested and four are still in hospital. As these wounded mei will | 
pins in a criminal case I have not examined them so as not to prejadice 
their defence in the regular trial which will ce take place. It _ Will be 
decided during the trial whether they received their wounds at the riot ‘o 
not. ‘here is no reason to believe that more than these eight men received 
gunshot wounds and the nature of the injuries of the two dead men have ; 
not been ascertained. ; ee : eae 

After the armed police had fired the crowd dispersed and ho opposition 
was offered on their way to Howrah thana, though a few stones were thrown 
‘from lanes leading out of the Grand Trank Road. : : 

The Superintendent of Police and I marched with the armed police 
from Howrah thana to the scene of the fight and back. Crowds were seen 
in the side lanes, but dispersed on the threats of advancing against them. - 
One man was arrested with a big /athi which he refased to give up. When 

the police were halted opposite a side lane Sergeant Belcher fired a shot in 
the air to hasten the dispersal of a crowd which were standing up the lane 
throwing stones. He fired before the Superintendent of Police’ or I, who — 
were a few yards in front, could prevent him. Asya one of his firing. 
one of the armed constables also fired. No one appears to have been hit b 
either of these two shots which were unnecessarily fired without orders. Lt 

should be added that of the 20 rounds of ammunition issued by the Sub- 

' Inspector, Howrih, 17 were received back unfired and two were fired by 
Sergeant Belcher, one on the maidan and one up the side street and one was: 
fired into the air by the constable at Howrah thana. The stock of ammuani- 
tion at Howrah thana is separate from the stock at the lines and the one 
shot tired by the constable up the side lane must be deducted from the short- 
age on 19 foand by Mr. Kelly, leaving a possible maximum of 18 fired in 
the fight at the Sibpur cross road8. 

On the evidence it is impossible to decide what was the immediate cause 
of the riot, Maulvi Muzibar Rahaman says that he met.a volunteer running 
who told him that a volunteer had been arrested. He did not know the name 
of the volunteer who gave him this information and was not. told the name 
of the man supposed to have been arrested. I believe that this occurred 
before any occurrence had taken place and before any arrest had been made. 

On this evidence it is not impossible that some false report of an arrest was 
spread and excited the crowd so that they attacked the police. The immediate 
cause of the riot was the inability of the Khilafat volunteers to control the ~ 
crowd what they had collected. Two Khilafat leaders ran forward to try 
and stop the crowd coming from Sibpur, but their efforts were unsuccessful 

and stone throwing at once began. Probably rumour of what had occurred 
near Howrah thana spread and resulted inthe gathering of a erowd whose 
object was to prevent the police coming up from the reserve lines at Sibpur. 

The armed police during the fight fired without orders, and showed a 
lack of discipline which is much to be regretted. It is not possible to say 
whether a charge would have been sufficient to disperse the crowd, Had it 
failed Inspector Gould would ‘have.clearly been justified in ordering his men 
to fire as he had received orders tq proceed to Howrah thana where @ riot 
was in progress. SUT He 
_ The occurrence clearly shows the weakness of the position at Howrah 
in the situation of the reserve lines where the armed police are ‘te rer 
at a distance of two miles fromthe centre of the town. Neither t e. 
trate nor the Superintendent of Police who live in the céntre of the town — 
could reach the armed police until after the fight as the rioters were between _ 


them and the police lines. 4

the previous year when the number df societies increased by 
was a persistent demand for new societies, but the Registrar, ‘re 
need for caution in regard tonew commitments @found»it necessary to 
the rate of expansion. In the two years ending June_J921, the total 
increase in the number of.societies has been 50 per cent. Neither of these 
years could be classed as prosperous, and the second was certamly a, year of 
grave trade depréssion, financial difficulties and serious politi¢al and economic * 
disturbances. In these cirewmstances, the Hon'ble Minister agrees with the 
Registrar that the recorded progress was the maximum @onsistent with 
financial security and the maintenange of adequate supervision. The es 
working- capital of the societiés has risen from Rs. 2,82,00,000*% to 
Rs. 3,33,00,000. Of this sum the socigties and their members provide over 
40 per cent. Thus, while the capital employed is »steadily inereasing, the 
proportion contributed from otftside sources is decreasing year by year, and the - 
Hon’ble Minister regards this as a very encouraging feature. ‘The number of 
members in the societies has risen from 217,175 to 242,085 in the year under 
report. The increase in the number of societies is thus 17°7 per cent. and in 
the working capital 17°9 per cent., while the increase in the number of members 
is only 114 per cent. The Registrar, however, points out that the member-~ 
ship of a society at the time of its registration and for a year or two after- 
wards is generally small. The large’ number_of new societies thus 
considerably reduced the averages number of members. It is satisfactory 
that the number of fresh cases of liquidation was only 63, or about.1 per cent. 
of the total number of societies in existence. 

8. Agricultural Credit Societies constitute about .90 per cent. of the 
total number and their working capital amounted to. Rs. 1,22,62,000 as. com-* 
pared to Rs. 1,04,08,000 in 1919-20. The share capital paid up in-these 
societies rose during the fé@ar from 1°53 to 3°02 lakhs, and deposits by. 
members increased from 5'76 to 6°27 lakhs. P 
_ Central Banks have increased in number from 64 to 71, and their work- 
ing capital rose from Rs. 1,04,04,895 to Rs. 1,21,22.554. About two lakhs 
of this, however, is a fittitious increase being the amount due to the Faridpur 
Central Bank by the Nurpur Central Bank. ‘The actual increase in capital 
is thus about lg*lakhs. There was a considerable falling off in collections 
during the year underreport. This was due to the unsatisfactory’ agricul- 
tural conditions and the economic depression of the year. As a 
result provincial and central banks were compelled to exercise the greatest | 

» caution in regard to new commitments, and the amount issued in fresh loans 
fell from 56°45 lakhs to 44°18 lakhs.’ The leans and deposits received by 
central banks also showed a slight decrease. This was due not to any 
weakening of public confidence but to a general shortage of money and. the- 
competitive rates offered by other borrowers.’. The total liquid resources of

° 5. There are'now eleven Agricultural Purchase and Purchase and Sale 
Societies as compared with seven in the previous year. On the whole, 
‘these societies have shown satisfactory progress. Their growth is in 
no way forced. The Co-opetative Department are well awares of the 
general incapacity of cultivators to manage the business ahairs of these 
societies and they do not too readily encourage their organisation. In spite of 
this, cultivators have insisted on making an attempt in different districts. 
This development is satisfactory inasmuchds it proves that these cultivators 
no longer regard co-operation as an easy means of getting cheap loans, but 
understand and appreciate the trae principles of the co-operative movement. 
The Khepupara Supply and Sale Society has been a conspicuous success. _ It 
now serves nearly 3,000 families and is rapidly expanting its business. 
It has recently erected, at a cost of Rs. 48,000, a godown capable of storing 
40,000 maunds of paddy which will enable the members, who have hitherto 
been forced to sell ‘their producé@ at a sacrifice for want of storage room, to 
wait for a favourable market. ‘The co-operative store at Naogaon is another 
successful institution. Its business 1s rapidly developing and it has now two 
shops in the town of Naogaon; it has also started a printing press which 
is executing orders for co-operative societies in every part of the province. 
The milk societies in the Barasat subdivision unfortunately received a 
Serious setback owing to circumstances which might have been avoided by 
timely action. When the situation was realizéd prompt measures were taken 
to retrjeve the situation and the erisis is now past. The Naogaon Ganja 
Oultivators’ Co-operative Society also passed through a severe crisis during 
the year. An attempt to spread the non-co-operation movement in the area 
Completely failed, but imternal dissensions for which the agitators were 
td some extent responsible, considerably hampered the development of its 
work. By the end of the year, however, these differemees were composed, 
and there is every reason to hope that this society willmow continue its 
former prosperous career. : | . 

The number of non-agricultural societies increased from 8150 in the 
previous year to 438 in the year under report. Of these 148 are credit 
societies with a working capital of Rs. 55,82,000. Taken as a whole, the 
_.yeturns of these societies. are most satisfactory. The Calcutta Credit

The number of Weavers’ Soeieties has increased to 117, but itis only in | 
Bankura that anything like an outstanding success has been achieved. * 
Owing to the prevailing economic conditions, the turn-over of the Bankura _ 
Industrial Co-operative Union was considerably smaller than in the preceding 
year, but in other respects the union made distinet progress. The societies — 
have improved and bad workers and bad societies have been’ replaced by 
good workers and good societies. The quality of the work has greatly 
mmproved and cloth is now woven at Bankura which the weavers sould not 
have attempted to make twe or three years ago. Financially too the union . 
is much stronger. The paid-@p share capital exceeds Rs. 10,000 and 
nearly half of it belongs to the weavers themselves. 

6. An important feature of the situation is the increasing interest and 
sympathy shown by the publie towards the co-operative movement in _practi- 
eally every part of the province. In particular, the interest of the zamindars 
in the movement has shown a marked increase and many ‘of them have 
rendered valuable assistance, both financially and by. propaganda. To these 
and to numerous othér gentlemen, official and non-official, to whom the 
— is indebted for assistance, the thanks of the Hon'ble Minister 
are due. 

7. This is the last report on the working of the Co-operative Depart- 
ment which will be submitted by Mr. Donovan. He has been Registrar of 
Oo-operative Societies since June 1917 andyhas relinquished charge of his 
office since the close of the year under report. The Hon'ble Minister takes 
this opportunity of expressing-his thanks to Mr. Donovan for the untiring 
zeal and energy with which he discharged his duties, and of congratu- 
lating him on the great stride which the movemeft made during his. 
tenure of office. The Hon’ble Minister notes with pleasure the good work
